Their exodus 
from Hong Kong is expected to 
start within two weeks.

also miaht encourage other coun- 
tries to take similar action. 


British authorities have turned 


back more than 50.000 hungry ref- 
ugees since May 1. From 4.000 to 
5.0UO crossed over early today and 
were detained. 


There was no sign today that 


Communist border guards were 
attempting to stem the flow, al- 
though frontier residents reported 
Wednesday that Chinese guards 
had fired warning shots after 
shouting orders to waiting Chinese 
to return to their homes.

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Chief Justice Broad foot 


The passing of Grover L. Broadfoot, a 


man who spent all his adult life in public 
affairs and rose to be chief justice of the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court, probably marks 
the ending of an era in Wisconsin public 
life. 


Grover Broadfoot was a country law- 


yer and politician of the kind that is not 
likely to rise again to the pinnacle of the 
judiciary 
in this rapidly 
changing and 


growing state. Every other judge of the 
present Wisconsin court, for example, has 
a thoroughly urban background. • Judge 
Broadfoot regarded the little town of Mon- 
dovi. in the far western part of Wisconsin, 
as his home and although he had been in 
Madison for many years, he kept his law 
office open there as he had during the 
earlier years of his life, and kept title to 
his old home. 


It is perhaps not improper or disre- 


spectful to relate that some of the other 
judges of the state court, in the cloistered 
privacy of their chambers in the quiet ju- 
dicial wing of the capitol. valued Judge 
Broadfoot's counsel and experience, aside 
from his qualities as a professional student 
of the law, precisely because of the rich- 


ness of his experiences in rural and small 
town life. 


Controversies that run the gamut of 


human fallibility come to the state tribu- 
nal. Who on the court would feel compe- 
tent to make a judgment on something as 
esoteric as town board psychology, or even 
the operations of a rural county board, 
the infinite complexities in the financing of 
livestock saies. and farm machinery, and 
the rest, except for Gro-.er Broadfoot who 
had dealt with them for half of an adult 
kie'.ime as a village lawyer? 


The small town lawyer is not only a 


technical adviser. He is friend and confi- 
dant to his clientele. He is a le?<ier by 
definition. The city lawyer is often, by 
necessity if not by choice, confined in his 
biz office. The country lawyer is a con- 
tributing part of the vibrant life of his 
Mam Street, a man who is loved and trust- 
ed no! so much for the prestige of his 
law school, as for his humanity and h!5 
wisdom and his understanding of tfie fci- 
bles of his fellows. 


Such a man was Chief Justice Broad- 


foot, and the Wisconsin Supreme Court, we 
regretfully surmise, is not Lkeiy to see 
h.s kind again. 


Arguments tor the Medicare Bill 


In President Kennedy's presentation 


for his medical care for the aged program, 
he used at least two of the arguments 
which opponents of the bill have been us- 
ing aaamst it. 


The President said he had heard that 


a British doctor was to make a speech soon 
opposing the medicare bill by telling the 
faults of the British medical program. Pres- 
ident Kennedy suggested that he should 
tclk to the British about it because the 
proposed American measure has nothing 
in common with the British program. The 
American program, 
said the President, 


provides help for persons over 65 years 
of age while the British plan provides all 
medical care from the cradle to the grave. 
A little later, the President remarked that 
America is 30 years behind European coun- 
tries in providing medical care. He said 
the British and the other countries of 
Europe had the 
program 30 years ago 


which we now propose. This, it seems, is 
just what the American Medical Society 
is using as one of its principal arguments . 
against the bill. That is. that once a pro- 
gram such as the Kennedy bill is started, 
it continues to grow until complete social- 
ized medicine follows in its wake. Quite 
obviously that is what happened in Great 
Britain. 


The President also mentioned the ill- 


ness of his father. Although he saia his 
father had money to pav for his own med- 
ical care it would be common enough for 
many people without sufficient funds to 
suffer an illness that would require hos- 
pi'sl care after 65 years of ase. This is 
the problem the Kennedy bill proposes to 
meet. 


What the President said is true. Many 


people over 65 may become ill and re- 
quire hospital treatment. 
Many of them 


are capable of paying their own bills. How- 
ever, under the Kennedy bill they will be 
entitled to federal aid whether they need 
it or not. Many of them will accept it. 


For those who do accept Social Se- 


curity aid there will be a great many young 
people who are just starting out in life, 
some with their first jobs and with fam- 
ilies of growing children, who will be re- 
quired to contribute in the form of a Social 
Security tax. This 
money, 
taken from 


these young people, will go to pay the med- 
ical expenses of people like the senior Mr. 
Kennedy who are well able to pay their 
own medical bills. These are the two great 
weaknesses of the bill and the President 
pointed them out very clearly. However, 
they are more of an argument against his 
measure than for it.

>.sm. Thailand and Cambodia is worthy of 
the greatest attention. 


Even a chance to throw up a backfire 


against a conflagration that could set off 
a nuclear holocaust is reason enough for 
any sacrifice necessary-. 


The days of isolationism are far enough 


in the past to obviate any need to explain 
why guerrilla warfare thousands of miles 
from home must be of great concern to 
us. but if there is a remnant of that feel- 
ing remaining there are reasons closer to 
rnme to give moment to the need to stand 
firm on the borders of Red China—per- 
haps firmer than we are. 


Old Indo-China is more than the scene 


of Communist aggression. It is the open 
door through which most of the world's 
narcotics ooze into 
the slimy channels 


leading to our very heartland, softening, 
corrupting, degrading. 


The leeches who feed on the victims of 


the dope habit are a fraternity that knows 
no boundary. They are as internationally 
dangerous as the world-wide conspiracy of 
Communism. 


And they are fed and encouraged by 


the red monsters—appropriate bedfellows. 


One of the major growing areas of the 


opium poppy lies in the southern part of 
Red China, adjacent and overlapping into 
Communist controlled areas of Laos and 
Viet Nam as well as parts of Burma and 
Thailand. 


Out of the ports of these countries 


flows the opium, heroin and morphine in- 
to Indonesia, the Philippines. Kong Kong. 
Japan, even Formosa and into the United 
States. 


The product is amenable to countless 


cuttings, spreading the venom into astro- 
nomical proportions and making the trade 
astonishingly profitable, even down to the 
sniffling wretch haunting the dens of the 
damned to feed the residen-s there with 
the poison their wracked bodies demand 
for the torment they 
mistake 
for sur- 


cease. 


Bat the wealth is only secondary to the 


masters of the Red monster. Their chief 
profit comes in the degradation they can 
spread with their ungodly dust. 


The isolationists may shy at sacrifice 


in the chance—even good—of raising a de- 
fense against fiery death, but if the far- 
distant fighting can stop up a mainstream 
of narcotics, the sacrifice takes on real 
meaning. It could raise a cry for even 
more sacrifice. 


When the Viet Cong begins to look like

startina with teen-agers." he said. 


"I don't think any person should 


gain any weight after the age of 
24 or 25. because it is fat." he 
added. "Not many put on much 
muscle after 25." 


Common Disease 


Athersclerosis. which affects the 


inner lining of the arteries, is the 
most common of all diseases ex- 
cept mental disturbances and is 
the chief cause of death in the 
United States today. Dr. White 
said. This is the disease we have 
to contend with instead of tuber- 
culosis, which a generation ago 
was the chief cause of death, he 
said. "We've conquered that, and 
I see no reason why we should 
not conquer this, with research." 


Our country has the greatest 


amount of coronary heart disease 
in the world, he said, but it is 
common in any part of the world 
where people live prosperously. 
The major factors causing athero- 
sclerosis, in addition to heredity, 
are the pushbutton living and the 
rich diet, he declared. 


Most Vital Part 


The arteries are the most vital 


part of the circulation. Dr. White 
said, and circulation is improved 
by good tone of the muscles, 
which help squeeze the veins and 
send the Wood back to the heart.
